About 
Nast's origin nnd c.irly lilo very littla 
has been made public, hut it has always 
been gosbiped amoii^ the artista that ho 
ia partly Italian, German and Jewish, 
and tljat before ho came to America ho 
was with G-aribaldi in that patriot's 
army. As an artibl lie first went to work 
for Frank Leslie in this city. The most 
important work ho did for him ia said to 
hava been t!io Heenan-Sayera fight in 
England. Soon afterward he bos;aii work 
upon Harper's Weekly. Ho did not at 
once develop the gift which made him 
the most talked of artist and the most 
powerful cartoonist in America. 
But 


from the first hy made cartoons and lit- 
tle else. They were not humorous at 
tho stiirt, but, tlie year being 1804, were 
upon war subjects and were patriotic 
and eentiincntal. 


Toward tlie closo of that year, when 


McClellau was nominated for president 
by the Democrat's, Nast began his polit 
ical work, wliich tmded brilliantly iu 
1871, when he began his attacks on Wil- 
liam JI. Tweed, ilost of hia work up 
to autl at that time was drawn witli pen 
or pencil directly upon tho wooden 
blocks which were 1o be carved out into 
wood cuts al'tprwai il. no did a part of 
hib woik v, ith nidia ink "wash" ou tiie 
wood m tlio wimp way. Ho purted ivith 
the Harpers later, owing, it was said, to 
difference of pUilical opinion, but re- 
turned to Tire Weekly after a long ab- 
sence at a salary Unit was considered re- 
markable. Somi' s.iid that lie got $!5,- 
(100 n year, and borne snid that the flgnre 
was $10,000, Bui his star hail declined. 
Keppler had filled the iiulil and with 
morita that Nast never had. Keppler 
had no limitations or fetters. He was 
an absolute free lance, hib fcenso of hu- 
mor ivas bro.uler and his jiower of satire 
was keener. Moreover, he made artistic 
pictures, enhanced by the use of gay col- 
ors. Nast could not recover his old place 
as the chief of our curtoomala. Ho had 
inado a great deal of money, but it was 
Bald that lie lost most of it. Ho went 
into a western mining venture and spec- 
ulated in other ways \\ithout sucxebs. 
lie took nprowsuaper work last of all, 
but it wab LVident that in ei'ery field lie 
had been distanced by those who hud 
tho artistic faculty fcupplemonted by nr- 
tibtic trauiim;. Nast never hadeithui. 
Ho drew veiy clumsily nnd crudely. 


Hud ho beeu ablu to keep p.ico with tho 


artistic progress of the country, or had 
ho slopped work in 1872, his fame would 
have been splendid. During the closing 
year of tho war he was morn detested in 
the- south than iho most rabid abolition- 
ist in Boston, and in the sajioineasuio 
he was itlolizerl iu the north. The Union 
League club of 1 bis city gave him a pres- 
ent of plate fur v.hat lie dic'l to glorify 
patriotism end the northern cause. 
When ho foug'it Tweed with his pencil, 
it was rtported Hint his life was threat- 
ened and that i;rcut bribes were offered 
to him. Tweed was reported to havn 
said th\t Xaat's pu hires -womed him 
more than all that was written by his 
opponents. 


Mr. Nutt lived well in a pretty sub- 


urban home and Imd jt any warm friends 
around him. Ilia personal popularity 
was very i-riiit all over the country. His
